Even in the rearrangement 
of offices within the city hall, 
Mr. Alder displeased some 
people. An addition was bu:lt 
to enable Hazel Cassell to 
have more space for her du- 
ties as finance officer and 
city clerk. Yet, even this ad- 
dition sparked critical talk 
about Mr. Alder. New em- 
ployes have been added and 
veteran employes have, been 
reassigned. Thus, there have 
been disappointments, hurt 
feelings and other dissatis- 
factions. Some private citi- 
zens also have their com- 
plaints due to expected serv- 
ices that did not materialize 
or requests that were not ap- 
proved. 

Perhaps all of the com- 
plaints are being expres¢ed in 
the recall movement. 

Rather than. this being 
strictly a recall against May- 
or Carr, the forthcoming 
election might be regarded 
, a8 a community test of ap- 
proval of the current city 
hall policies. 

All of the councilmen have 
been very close to Mr. Alder 
and all of his major actions 
have received their unani- 
mous approval. The council- 
men wholeheartedly endorse 
their city manager’s record. 

It will be inferesting to 
learn how extensive ‘‘minor 
irritations’ from the city hall 
have seeped into the citizenry 
as a whole.

This Community Should 
Get Ready For Changes 


Changes will occur in this community much faster 
in the future than during the last seven years. 


Generally speaking, not many citrus growers and 
other people wanted changes as of 1950. Today the 
situation is different. 


The city’s new zoning ordinance and the attitude 
of the city hall officials should be tuned to the fact that 
the situation has changed. 


Why can a forecast be made that changes will 
occur faster in the future than in the past? 


One reason is the poor orange production here. 
Most orange growers know that crops in recent years 
have been unprofitable and that the 1957-58 produc- 
tion will hit a new low. The present outlook is not 
bright for any increase in the returns from oranges. 

No new orange groves are being set out and only 
a@ very few acres are being changed from oranges to 
lemons. So, what will become of the hundreds of acres 
now set out to orange groves? 

Most owners are waiting the arrival of a prospec- 
tive subdivider. How different this is than the 1950 
attitude! 

With this changed attitude, local property owners 
are going to be far more receptive to applicants for 
good industry, good houses and good commercial 
projects. In fact, the “welcome” mat should be out 
now — far brighter than it ever has before. 

The volumnious proposed zoning ordinance is re- 
ceiving study from the city council and other interested 
citizens. One observer pointed out it has about 30 per 
cent more words than does a Pasadena city zoning 
ordinance. The document is very restrictive in some 
Phases, yet very acceptable in others. . 

We doubt, however, that it reflects the “changed 
attitude” of local citizens, who formerly were very 
conservative and very anxious at one time “to keep 
the community just as it is.” The attitude of change 
has been more noticeable in the last two years and 
this trend is likely to continue. 

Economic conditions may not be so conducive to 
development in the immediate future as in the past 
but the fact remains that the attitude of people has 
changed. 

This community is ready for a virtual complete 
transition. 


Many local citizens are looking to the time when 
the Upland city council will have a policy of not allow- 
ing more than one member of any family on the muni- 
cipal pay roll.
